worked in the closest friendship with Mr. 
Balfour for twenty years | will not place 
myself in competition with him now; sod 
sooondly, because | entirely agree with thos 
who say that the leader of s party seven: 
tenths of which are Conservatives should be 
himself Conservative.” And he expressed the 
clear conviction that a great majority of the 
party are “perfectly ready to scoept Mr. Bal: 
four's general leadership.” Soch an open and 
emphatic statement was « guarantee of the 
happy issue of Wedoesday’s meeting, which 
we announced in yesterday's telegrams. 

Bat policy is, in @ sense, distinct from 
actual leadership, and one of the best results of 
the conference of the party has been the 
decision to keep Tariff Reform a the first 
constractive work ot the Unionist Party. |t 
had been suggested that it should be shelved, 
ia view of the many other questions ciaiming 
the attention of the Opposition. Bat the 
adoption of such a suggestion woald have bess 
disastrous, and the declaration of Mr. Balfoo 
will be weloomed as a satisfactory restatemes' 
of policy and will lead to a united and energe 
Opposition, powerfal in defence of its gree 
principles.

Loxor, Thorsday. 

The excavations of the Egypt Exploration 
Ford at Deir el Babari, onder the direction 
of Prof ssors MN aville and Mr. Correlly, have 
yielded a discovery of the greate:t interest, 
Por three years excavators of the Fond have 
been at work on the oldest temple known at 
Thebes, 8 faveral temple of Men-ta-hotep, of 
the XI dyoasty. A few weeks ago a small temple 
of the time of Thothmes I1l. was found to 
the north-west of the older temple, and at 
once the work of removing the rubbish was 
started. This was somewhat slow 
twenty teet of broken stones and wind-blown

the rock, from which the sacred Hather cow 
seemed a8 if about to step down.

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EGYPTIAN COTTON IN SIND. 


Reference is made in theannaal report for 
the year ending March, 1905, on the ex 
perimental farms in the Bombay Presidency, 
to the operations carrie! ont in Sind in rea- 
pect to the cultivation of the Evyptian aod 
American varieties of cotton. At Dhoranaro, 
a small experiment was initiated onder what 
appeared normal conditions, with the one ex 
ception that the land was perhaps a little 
better than tha average. N» macare was used, 
and the methods of sowiog and cultivation 
were followed. Compared with indigenous Sind 
cotton, the best Ezyptian kind proved more 
profitable to the caltivator by about 250 per 
cent. It is probab'e that ove of the E.yptian 
varietics will be found most snitable for the 
perennial irrigated tracts, while possibly one 
of the American vatieties may succeed on 
some at leist of the inundation canals. Ip 
the case of the American cotton only very 
smal! areas were cultivated, too+mall to admit 
of the yield being estimated. A farther ex 
periment is being andertakea on the Mir. 
porkba farm, and cultivators in other parts 
of Sind have been euppiied with Egyptian 
cotton seed. In all about 1,5(0 acres have 
been sown with that variety during the carrent 
seasons, and if the harvest bears any pro- 
portion to the resaks quoted, an important 
development in this direction may be expeoted.
